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Bishop Tuttle Memcrial and 
Endowment Fund 

The national campaign for the Bishop Tut- 
tle National Memorial and Endowment Fund 
will open on October 12th and continue until 
the end of the month. A Children’s Camp- 
aign will open the first Sunday of October. 
A national follow-up for special gifts for the 
campaign will be carried on in November. 
The Memorial is to be a building in connec- 
tion with Christ Church Cathedral, St. Louis, 
which was Bishop Tuttle’s Church for 37 
years. 

The Bishop Tuttle National Memorial is to 
serve the three purposes dear to Bishop Tut- 
tle’s heart, the national work of the Church, 
the Missouri Diocesan work and the com- 
munity of St. Louis. Space will be offered 
the National Council of the Church for cen- 
tral meetings, conferences or as a substation 
for any branch of the work. Offices of the 
Bishop of Missouri and Diocesan officers will 
be located here. All Diocesan organizations 
will have headquarters. And lastly, it will 
be used to further the tremendous program 
of community work which has made Christ 
Church- Cathedral a great center for civic 
good in the heart of the city. Swimming 
pools, club and class rooms, a gymnasium, 
little theatre and auditorium will be inclu- 
ded in the new building. 

All of St. Louis is prepared to help in erect- 
ing the Memorial to the man who was for al- 
most 40 years the Bishop of Missouri, and the 
loving and much loved citizen of the state and 
city. People of all creeds and no creeds mourn- 
ed him when he died. On the campaign com- 
mittees for his Memorial are leaders in the 
Roman Catholic and Jewish Churches as well 
as representatives of all Protestant Churches, 
I)rominent business men, the Governor of 
the State, the Mayor of St. Louis and many 
others. 

From the country at large has come equal 
cwidence of an eager desire to help ifi erect- 
ing the Memorial to the great Bishop whose 
early life was an epic in the civilization of 
tlie Northwest’ who at the age of thii-ty went 
out as the first Missionary Bishop to Montana 
with jurisdiction in Utah and Idaho with a 
territory of 300, 000. square miles, who in the 
long years of his Episcopacy consecrated al- 
most ninety bishops and who was for over 20 
years tlu^ wise, fatherly Presiding Bishop of 
the Cliurch in this country. 

Over 50 Bishops and many prominent lay- 
men will serve as Honorary Diocesan chair- 
men, and the National Council, Bishop Gai- 
lor, President of the Council, and Bishop 
Talbot, Presiding Bishop have given hearty 
endorsement to the Project to honor the man 
sodeartoall. 

Memo r ial headq u'arters 
are in the Arcade Building. 8t. Louis, and 
the treaurer is Clinton L. Whittemore. Any- 
one wishing to contribute to the Memorial 
Fund may do so through his parish organi- 
zation, the children of his Church- school, 
or by sending check direct to Air. Whitte- 
more. 

Children of the Church Schools all over the 
country ar<‘ to have an opportunity to con- 
tribute to the Bishop. Tuttle Memorial, a box 
to be given to each child on the first Sunday 
in Octol)er with the request to earn or save a 
doliai' during the month for the Memorial to 
Bishop Tuttle whose love for little children 
was one of his outstanding qualities. In his 
annual message to the children through the 
Spirit of Mission, he always signed himself 
“Your Commander-in-Chief”, counting on 
the bo.ys and girls as an army of valiant little 
soldiers for the Church’s work. 

The Tornado Vanquished 

Bishep Burleson, in whose diocese of 
South Dakota a tornado destroyed six Indian 
Churches and wrecked others last June, now 
(October 1) makes the immensely gratifying 
statement that money and pledges received 
from a host of friends have fully assured them 


of the total amount needed, $1.5,000, and that 
“before the winter sets in we hope to have 
more of the destro.yed churches restored and 
the injured ones repaired, and b,y the first 
anniversary of the disaster we ought to have 
them all again in use and in b(4ter condition 
than before the tornado.’’ 

Meetings of the House of Bishops and 
National Council, October 8-10 

An important joint conference of the House 
of Bishops and the National Council took place 
on October 9 and 10. One hundred and three 
of the bishops were present, and all the mem- 
bers of the Council except th ree. The time was 
largely devoted to discussion of the church’s 
program, its contents and the responsiliilit.y 
for its support. The discussions proved of 
great value and culminated in a number of 
recommendations to be considered and acted 
upon later b.y the National Council. 

Previous to the joint meeting the House 
and the Council met .separately. Three mis- 
sionary bishops were elected b.y the House: 
the Rev. E. C. Seaman, Church of the Hol.y 
Comforter, Gadsden, Alabama, for North 
Texas; the Rev; A. A. Gilman of Boone Uni- 
versity, Hankow, suffragan of the District of 
Hankow; the Rev. E. P. Danridge, Christ 
Church, Nashville, Tenn., foi* Idaho, to succed 
BishopTouret, whose resignation, on account 
of ill health, had previousl.y been accepted. 

The resignation of Bishop Du Moulin co- 
adjutor of Ohio, was also accepted, on ac- 
count of ill health. Election of bishoi)s for 
Nevada and Mexico was posti)oned. 

At the council meeting resignations were 
received from four secretaric's of the; Depart- 
ment of Religious Education, Dr. Gardner, 
Dr. Bradner, Miss Hall and Mr. Micou; Dr. 
Gardner and Mr. Micou to accept rc'ctorships 
in Boston and Philadelphia, respectivel.y. Dr. 
Bradner and Miss Hall on account of ill 
health. 

Reendorsement of the "Ork of the N(‘ar 
East Relief was given by the National Coun- 
cil, who commended to all tlu' clergy and lai, 
ty of the Church Near East Relied pi‘ogram 
“which includes a threefold ministry to tlu' 
bodies and minds souls of tlu' littk' children. 

At the meeting of the Ik^partnuTit of Mis- 
sions, sixteen new missionaries were appoint- 
ed, four for the domestic fiePl, three for Lat- 
in America, and nine for tlu^ foreign field. 

The Church at work, the Church weeklic's 
and doubtless many of tlu' dioce'san pape'r- 
shotild be referred to for more detaik'd ac- 
counts of th(' meeting.

Fire at Fort Yukon 

The Re-'v. Dr. Graftem Bnrke and Airs. 
Burke, of the Hudson Stuck Hospital at Fort 
Yukon, Alaska, escapeel with only the clothes 
they were wearing when a fire destroyed the 
mission residence late at night on September 
26. The hospital was not injiii-ed, but the 
mission famil.y of fourte'e'u, including nine eei- 
phans wholly dependent on tlie missio]i, were 
left homeless, with only the school Imilding 
for a shelter, and the stores of supplies, food 
and winter clothing, were destro.ved. 

A niore cheerful item from the same field 
records the marriage of Archdeacon Drane to 
Miss Rebecca Wood of Eden ton, N. C., in 
Seattle in September.
